and being baniſh'd from the Court by the 
Royal Example, Virtue and good Man- 
ners became the Mode there; Let them 
look into the Examples now Reigning, 
and tell m*, what Crime is encourag'd 
Her Majeſty : 1s it nothing to dethrone the 
D—1, and Repole his Reigning Agents ? 
Diſarm the Faftors of Hell, and baniſh 
Rampant Vice ? — Let them look, at what 
Strength Crime was arriv'd to in England, 
by the Help of ſome Monarchs; Scorland 
ought not to blame England for, and com- 
pare what She is, to what She »as. = 
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The Societies for Reformation of Man- 
ners, which this Gentleman ſcandalizes, are 
another Proof of his Ignorance of England, 
and his Injuftice to this Nation. The Ad- 
vances they (in England) have made, are 
not ſenſible, ſays he. 1 am ſure, they are 
very ſenlible to every one that pleaſes to 
examine, what Havock has been madz here 
with Sirect Lewdncoſs, how we have raoted 
out Stews and Fourtains of publick Vice ;

And 
I do afſure him, there are above 150 of 
theſe Children now under their Care in 
LonJlon only, cloth'd, taught, catechis'd 
and inftcutted at their Charge. 

I could fill a large Hiſtory of the Progreſs

Shifts for Arguments, that they muft make 
Ule of Forgery, Falfity, Slander and Re- 
proach | am ſure, theſe things will 
go but a little Way with wiſe Men.

It remains to enquire—— What are the 
ſeveral Interefts that preſs this Union? And 
where had the firſt Thought its Birth, who 
are they that ſeek it, and tor what Defign - 
Becauſe*tis alledg'd, chat it js propos'd by 
nc b2dy that are Friends to Scotland. 

But I ſhall go nv further back for it than 
K.vg William, and here I ſhall obſerve ; 
Eglind never propos'd it to the Scors, but 
when ſhe her ſelf was under the bett, the 
wiſett, and the moſt Chriftian Condu& that 
ever ſhe was in, as in the Dzys of King 
Edward VI. and King Wiliam; whenever 
ſhe had been under the Eruytion cf Popery 
and Tyranny, we never inclin'd to nite 
with Scotland; but whenever Love, Charity 
and Moderation prevail'd, we have always 
inclin'd to Peace and C- allition.
